BOSTON, May 6.—The theory of the 
existence of water vapor on the planet 
Mars is confirmed by spectograms taken 
at Lowell Observatory, Flagstaff, Ariz., 
according to an announcement given out 
to-night by Dr. Percival Lowell from 
his office here.

FRANK PLEA FAILS: 
WILL TAKEAPPEAL 


Judge Hill Denies the Atlanta 
Prisoner’s Application for 
a New Trial. 


TO GO TO SUPREME COURT 


Jurist Reaches Decision With- 
out Even Hearing Argu- 
ments from the Prosecutor. 


STATE’S METHODS ASSAILED 


Next Move Will Be Fight to Set 
Aside Verdict—Frank Not Sur- 
prised by Court’s Action.

‘ATLANTA, Ga., 
hearing arguments from Solicitor -Dor- 
sey, Judge Ben Hill this afternoon over- 
ruled the extraordinary motion for a 
new trial for Leo M. Frank at the con- 
clusion, of the address of Attorney’ Reu- 
ben R. Arnold. Judge Hill announced 
that he would grant a bill of exceptions 
by which the case could be taken to 
the Supreme Court, and added that in 
the event of an appeal he would write 


an opinion on the case. An appeal will 
be taken at’ once. 


A reporter carried the news to Frank 
in his cell in the tower. 


“What do you think of it?” asked 
the reporter. 

“TI had expected that action;”- said 
the prisoner, ‘I have’ nothing to say.” 

Frank did not seem particularly dis- 
couraged. His wife was with him at 
the time. 

The hearing on the motion to set aside 
the verdict on the ground that Frank 
was deprived of his constitutional rights 
in not being brought into the courtroom 
when the verdict was rendered will be 
held on Saturday morning. 

Attorneys Rosser and Arnold in their 
argument for the extraordinary motion 
bitterly denounced the methods of So- 
licitor Dorsey and also the witnesses for 
the State. ;

The appeal failing, the motion to set 
aside is destined to pass through the 
court of Judge Hill, and, if denied there, 
to pass on to the Supreme Court of 
Georgia, whence,.if again denied, it will 
be taken on to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

While it is general practice to hurry 
motions of the sort now in the courts, 
in the Frank case it is the general 
opinion that their’ consideration will re- 
quire several months before both are 
settled.

Duke, Having Obtained 
License, Sells Some of His 
Oxfordshire Property. 
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OTHER SALES TO FOLLOW 


One Reason for the Duke’s Course 
Is ‘That Sale by Auction Lessens 
the Cost of Transfer.

LONDON, May 6.—By the payment 
of a fee of $250 the Duke of Marl- 
borough qualified as a fully licensed 
auctioneer and to-day sold portions of 
his Oxfordshire estate at the Claren- 
don Hotel, Oxford. 

A small table, standing on larger 
ones, served as a rostrum, on which 
was displayed a card inscribed: 

“ Auctioneer, the Most Noble Charles 
Richard John, Duke of Marlborough, 
K. G.,. Blenheim. Palace, Woodstock, 
Oxfordshire.” 

The Duke, a smart, slim figure in 
a country suit and gaiters, proceeded 
to business as if to. the manner born. 
There was a slight trace of nervous- 
ness, “but then,” said a professional 
auctioneer, “a young man is always 
nervous at his first sale; they don’t 
usually get over it as quickly as the 
Duke.” 

-The Duke explained the reasons 
which led him to adopt this unusual 
course. He desired, he said, to lessen 
the cost of transfer of small portions 
of land and to show his neighbors that 
applications for land in his ownership 
would receive prompt and businesslike 
attention. 

“Lot 1, several pieces of freehold 
huilding land, colored blue on the-plan, 
situate at Wotvercote, about two. milés. 
from the-ceritre of the City of Oxford, 
sontaining together 59 acres 1 rod 7 
perches of nice. building tand,” ob- 
served the Duke in the most approved 
manner, “and convenient and handy 
for the developing of the city. It is 
sure to be ripe for building before 
long.

VERA CRUZ May 6—The rumor 
reached here to-day that the Mexican 
Garrison at Chayarria, whence the 
city of Puebla gets its light and power, 
mutinied and killed a Heutenant and 
petty officers, sacked the town,. and 
took to the hills leaving Pueblo and its 
suburbs in darkness. 

A Spaniard who. arrived here this 
morning from Pueblo says that trou- 
ble: was feared in. the city; owing. to 
the lack of light. <No>rioting had oc- 
etitred there, however, when hé Jett 
yesterday. 

All was quiet in Vera Cruz to-day 
and no sign of Mexican activity was 
obserable. from the outposts. Most of 
Gen. Maass’s men are said to be at 
Soledad:

The squad- 
ron will include all the scout cruis- 
ers, gunboats, and small craft in gen- 
eral, the New York being the only 
battleship in it. 

This is taken by many as an indica- 
tion of the early withdrawal of the 
Atlantic fleet from this port to Guan- 
tanamo for the annual target practice 
and manoeuvres. 

Seven South Americans will be the 
first persons tried by the military 
court here. They are five civilians 
who Were caught “sniping” from a 
merchant vessel in the early days of 
the fighting here, and thus endanger- 
ing the lives of non-combatants on 
the vessel because of the possibility 
of drawing the fire of the United 
States warships.

PERSONALITY OF MEDIATORS. 


Da Gama, Naon, and Suarez Have 
Had Wide Diplomatic Experience. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—John Bar- 
rett, Director General of the Pan- 
American Union, to-day furnished the 
following authoritative sketches of the 
three South American diplomatists who 
have undertaken to adjust Mexico's 
troubles through the exercise of their 
good offices: 

Dr. Domicio da “Gama, the Ambassa- 
dor of Brazil, is the successor of the la- 
mented Joaquim Nabuco, who accom- 
plished so much to increase the friend- 
ship between his country and the United 
States, to which he was accredited. Am- 
bassador da Gama is from the State of 
Rio de Janeiro, where. he began his 
professional life as a journalist. In 
1887 and 1888 he was Paris correspon- 
dent of The Gazeta de Noticas, and 
wrote brilliantly to other Brazilian and 
foreign periodicals, his essays reappear- 
ing in book form. In 1893 he was ap- 
pointed as secretary to Brazil’s special 
commission in Washington, where Pres- 


ident Cleveland was arbiter in a ques- 
tion between Brazil and Argentina. 
From 1896 to 1900 he was connected 
with special missions in Europe.. In 
1901 he was made Chargé d’Affaires at 
Brussels. In _ 1903 he assisted in the 
negotiations that led to the purchase by 
Brazil of the Acre Territory. In 1907 
he was Brazilian Minister to Peru, and 
in 1 he was transferred to Argen- 


‘tina, and while there was Vice Presi- 


dent of the Fourth Pan-American Con- 
ference in Buenos Aires. In 1910 he 
represented his Government at the I[n- 
dependence celebration in Chile. In 


transferred to the United States. 

Dr. Rémulo S. Naén, the Minister of 
Argentina, was first recognized in pub- 
lic life when he won a gold medal at the 
Uniyersity of Buenos Aires by an able 
thesis on a matter of great interest to 
his-native country: 1900 he: was ap- 
pointed official. secretary. to. Bernardo 
de Irigoyen, Governor of the.Proyinte of 
Buenos Aires. In 1902 he was elected 
to the lower house of the Federal Con-} 
gress;-and also in 1906, distinguishing 
himself throughout as an able debater 
and as a complete master of public af- 
fairs. When President Alcorta assumed 
office, he appointed Dr. Naén Secretary 
of Justice and Public Instruction, be- 
cause of his public service and because 
he had already been professor of civics 
in the National College and of Inter- 
national Law in_ the 
Buenos Aires, While Secretary of Pub- 
lic Instruction he founded schools of 
secondary. instruction in the interior of 
his country, the first industrial school 
for laborers, and established normal 
schools in the national territories, as 
well as a superior normal school and a 
university preparatory institute in the 
capital. As Secretary he was noted for 
his high fideals, executive ability and 
capacity for hard work. He was ap- 
pened Minister of Argentina in Wash- 
ngton in April, 1911. | 

Eduardo Suarez Mujica is a native of 
Santiago, the capital ‘of Chile, and 


‘studied law at the National University 


there. Wery soon after obtaining his de- 
gree he received a responsible post in 
the office of the Minister of Forei 
Affairs, and soon afterward was made 
Assistant Secretary of State. While 
thus in close touch with diplomatic life 
he had numerous intricate international 
problems to handle, which he carried to 
a very successful conclusion. Devoting 
himself then for some time’ to his pro- 
fession, he advanced rapidly therein, 
but was called by his fellow citizens to 
become the Intendente of the Province 
of Altacama, which he later represented 
in the National Congress, In 1908 the, 
late President Montt Sate him the port- 
folios of Justice and Public Instruction, 
and while discharging the duties of 
these offices he ag te over the Pan- 
American Scientific Congress in Decem- 
ber, 1908. Senor Suarez Mujica entered 
the diplomatic service of Chile in 1909 
e was appointed Minister to Mex- 
b hen the death of Ani- 
bal Cruz, in 1910, left vacant the post 
of Minister from Chile to the United 
States, Senor Suarez Mujica was the 
logical successor and was appointed in 
June,

For the sake of diverting Gen. Huer- 
ta’s attention to the south, he said, while 
the rebels assailed him from the north, 
the. President directed the seizure of 
Vera Cruz at the cost of the lives of 
“some of our people and about 200 in- 
nocent Mexicans.” 

Mr. Norris of Nebraska, a radical Re- 
publican, and Mr. Stone of Missouri, the 
Democratic Chairman of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, said that it was 
improper for the Senate to examine the 
President about a newspaper report. Mr. 
Lippitt insisted that the newspaper re- 
port in question expressed the opinion 
of many men and seemed to be sup- 
ported by the facts and he was still ex- 
plaining his position when Mr. Stone’s 
peremptory motion to table the resolu- 
tion closed ‘the debate. 

“The Government,” said Mr. Lippitt, 
“has so far made no attempt to get 
reparation for. American property and 
lives lost in Mexico. The contradiction 
between what was promised and what 
has been done makes me think I must 
be with Alice in Wonderland. There 
is peace with one part ef Mexico and in 
the other a carnival of blood, a confetti 
of bullets flying from -American guns 
put there with the approval, consent and 
encouragement of the President. This

“ie Lippitt veviewed the incidents 
leading up to the seizure of Vera Cruz, 
drawing the conclusion that the whole 
expedition was an act of friendship to 
the Constitutionalists. The President 
should ‘inform Congress, he said, of all 
that had passed between_the American 
Government and the rebels, particularly 
of the details of the conference at No- 
gales, between Ge. Carranza and Dr.

Mr. Stone took Mr. Lippitt to task 
for saying that the capture of Vera 
Cruz. had resulted in the death of in- 
nocent Mexicans.”

Attacks on Mazatlan. 


Admiral. Howard reported to-day from 
Mazatlan that the Constitutionalists en- 
trenched on Piedra Island fired contin- 
uously all day yesterday with rifles 
and field guns on the Mexican gunboat 
Morelos,- lying in the harbor,. and that 
the fire was returned by the Federal- 
ists from batteries on shore. The dis- 
patch from Gen. Carranza _ received 
here to-night asserts that the Morelos 
was put out of commission by the Con- 
stitutionalists. 

The Navy Department announced 
to-night that heavy firing was reported 
around Tampico yesterday forenoon, 
but had quieted down during the after- 
noon. Admiral Mayo has reported to 
Admiral Badger that ‘it is said that 
the majority of the Constitutionalist 
forces now before Tampico have moved 
from the vicinity of Dona Cecilia and 
Arbol Grande to the northern ap- 
proaches of the Alta Mira Road and 
the so-called American colony,” also 
that “the Constitutionalists are said 
to be daily expecting reinforcements 
and artillery from the north.’’

Admiral Badger has forwarded to the 
Navy Department the following sum- 
mary of a report received by mail from 
the American Consul at Tampico, which 
was transmitted .to him by Admiral 
Mayo: 

“On May 1 the Mexican Government 
announced through Zaragoza that an 
armistice had been agreed to by the 
Federal Government and the nited 
States, and also by the Constitutional- 
ists. The reason for the armistice was 
given out to be on account of mediation. 
This news was received joyfully, and 
even hopefully, by the general public, 
whieh appears to be in favor of peace 
if secured with honor and dignity to the 
Mexican Government. 

“The Americans and their money are 
sadly missed, and responsible persons 
would greatly favor a peace arrange- 
ment which would permit the wheels of 
business to run again.” 


VICTORY NEAR SALTILLO. 


Federals Scattered, Leaving Guns 
and Ammunition to Rebels. . 


EL PASO, May 6.—Gen, Pablo Gon-| 


zales, the rebel commander who cap- 
tured Monterey, met and defeated a 
strong force of Federals near Saltillo 
on May 4, according to a message re- 
ceived to-day by Rafael Musquiz, rebel 
consul here. 

Gen. Gonzales succeeded in cutting off 
the Federals from Saltillo and scattered 
them after the position they had taken 
had been outflanked.

DOUGLAS, Ariz., May 6.—A telegram 
from Gen, Obregon, Constitutionalist 
commander at Guaymas, received to-day 
by Jorge U. Orozco, declared that while 
manoeuvring near Mazatlan on Sunday, 
the Federal gunboat Morelos ran hard 
aground on an uncharted Island near 
Uries. The vessel, Gen. Obregon says,

His Wife and Two Daughters As- 
sailed—Woman and Children 
Imprisoned and Ill Fed.

“NEW. ORLEANS, May 6.—Shocking 
tories of the ill-treatment of American 
Women by Mexican soldiers were told 
to-day by refugees from the Medina 
Agricultural colony. About 100 Ameri-

cued and finally brought to this coun- 
try by the Monterey and other ships. 

Henry M. Piérce, who arrived on the 
Monterey told a story: of a Mexican 
crime, which he said was typical.

“William H. Shope lived in’ Medina 
fwith his wife and two daughters, age 
Sand 11. Shope was shot dead by Mexi- 
eans and his wife and two daughters 
Were treated with. extreme — brutality.

Germon, former acting Amer- 


ican Vice Consul at Progreso, who 
reached here last night, says Americans 
in Yutacan are in: a perilous situation. 
According to Mr. Germon, circulars 
have been distributed in Progreso order- 
ing Americans to get out of the country. 
Several of the circulars are said to be 
scurrilous in nature. 

There are about twenty missionaries 
among the refugees brought by the 
Monterey, inzluding representatives of 
the Baptist, Methodist, and Presbyterian 
denominations, 

The Rev. George H. Brewer of New 
York, who is accompanied by his wife 
and two children, bitterly denounced 
the ‘‘uncertuin and undefined policy ”’ 
of the United States Government in 
handling the situation in Mexico. Mr. 
Brewer was in charge of the Baptist 
missions in Mexico, and had headquar- 
ters in Mexico City. 

“Yes, thank God, we managed to es- 
cape, but He only knows what has hap- 
ened to the friends and coworkers left 
ehind us,’ said Mr. Brewer. “‘I am a 
man of peace, but as conditions are in 
Mexico to-day there is but one course— 
intervention. . By intervention I mean 
decisive action, not mere mediation or 
parleying with a people -who must be 
taught to respect Americans. There are 
-Many good people in Mexico, but they 
are incited to riot by the military lead- 
ers, who profit by their patriotic dis- 

ay. It is the. bounden duty of the 

nited States to go in and give Mexico 
@ chance to turn her attention to peace 
and friendship for Americans. 

“When the Vera Cruz news reached 
Mexico City we were driven to take 
Shelter in a hotel. ~Here we hid our- 
selves while the howling mobs swarmed 
the streets, cursing and yelling ‘ Death 
to the Gringoes.’ 

“When we finally managed to get to 
the coast we discovered that Misses 
Hayes and Wheeler, two American girls 
doing missionary. work in the Republic, 
were missing. I have every reason to 
believe that b/s were incarcerated in 
the jail at Saltillo, and I hope God will 
abide with them and deliver thém from 
captivity.” 

Mr. Brewer left Mexico City for 
Puerto Mexico on April 28, and he and 
his. family were taken on the United 
States transport-Hancock to the Mon- 
terey at Vera Cruz. . 

“The United States has taken the 
first steps in Mexico,’’ concluded Mr. 
Brewer, ‘‘and there is nothing to: do 
but go ahead with it. Unless Mexico is

English Authorities Believe 
Colonel Mistaken in Re- 
ported Discovery. 


SEEMS TO GO UP HILL 


Suggestion Made That Party, 
Losing Its Way, Touched 
Two River Courses. 


COLONEL STILL VERY WEAK 


Has Lost 55 Pounds—Intends to Go 
to London to Lecture on His 
South American Travels.

LONDON, Thursday, May 7.—Col, 
Roosevelt’s report of his adventurous 
journey in Brazil are displayed here 
in large headlines, but, according to 
The Daily News, English geographers 
are skeptical as to the alleged dis- 
covery of another Brazilian river 1,000 
miles long. 

It is asserted that ignorance of any 
large affluent of the Madeira such ag 
the “exuberant” Colonel describes is 
extremely unlikely, for the Rio Ma- 
deira runs through a famous rubber 
country, where Brazilian concession~ 
aires, prompted by as large an appe- 
tite for rubber as Col. Roosevelt hag 
for adventure, would have seen its 
possibilities long ago. 

A Daily News correspondent asks 
why, if this new river is as large as 
the Colonel describes it, a. recent tray- 
eler on the Rio Madeira to a point 
nearly 1,000 miles above where the 
Roosevelt party emerged, saw nothing 
of it. He says that it is true that 


very little is known of the country 


anywhere inland from the banks: of 
the Madeira, because it is a region 
of jungle, as ig nearly the whole 
Amazonian country, but that all the 
Madeira’s affluents. have been traced 
inland for some distance.

geographically located, excepting the 
southern source of the Canuma, to 
which I referred.”

but. also a thousand-mile river of 
which geographers had hitherto not 
dreamed.” 

“ And what a river! Every explorer 
has the river he deserves, and this 
particular river has clearly been re- 
served for Mr. Roosevelt’s heroic taste 
in the matter of wonders and strenu- 
ousness. It was not only unknown. It 
is not only a thousand miles long, but 
has rapids on a scale which would 
have blanched the cheek of Living- 
stone or Stanley.

PARIS, May 6.—The police this 
@vening arrested Joseph B. Kislinger, 
@ged 45, and Antoinette Pink Bonner, 
aged 28, both of whom were born in 
Rumania. 

‘They say that some months ago 
Kislinger decamped from New York 
with $150,000 worth of pearls and 
other precious stones which had been 
fntrusted to him. The American po- 
lice lost his track, but the French 
authorities discovered it through cor- 
respondence addressed to him in Paris. 
When he was arrested Kislinger had 
fn his possession a large number of 
the missing jewels. 


Miss Antoinette Bonner, called “the 
Diamond Queen,” and her nartner, J. 
B. Kislinger, until their disappearance, 
about Oct. 31, 1913, had a small office 
in the Marbridge Building, at Sixth Ave- 
-_mue and Thirty-fourth Street. After 

their disappearance ten or more diamond 
merchants, with establishments for the 


most part in Maiden Lane, went before 
the Grand Jury and testified that the 
Man and woman had built up extensive 
credit with the jewelry trade by dealing 
honestly until they were able to dis- 
appear suddenly with goods having an 
aggregate value of $150,000, delivered 

to them ‘* on memorandum.’ 
“The memorandum system, 
employed by diamond merchants, is that 
of giving jewels to an agent with an 
agreement that he shall return the 
ewels or the cash value on demand. 
e title to the jewels remains with the 
merchant until he accepts the purchase 
ce from the agent, but he has prac- 
y no protection when dealing with

i; loss of the diamond merchants 
was ade’ known through the arrest 


‘arly in November of Francis E. Cocks, 
a ond broker, of 7 Maiden Lane, 
living at 511 East Fifth Street, 
‘Brooklyn. Cocks had been in business 
for more than twenty years and had 
built up a reputation for probity. He 
was. organist in a Brooklyn church. 

He told the police that he had let 
Kislinger and Miss Bonner have “on 
Memorandum” jewels worth. $183,000, 
which he in turn had obtained “on 
Memorandum’’ from other diamond 
dealers. He received from the man and 
‘woman Ds in payments on the 
$183,000 worth of jewels, so that the 
Value of the jewels lost through him 
Was $78,000. Cocks’s creditors made a 
Berane upon him that forced: him to 
call. for payment from Miss Bonner 
and Kislinger; but when he went in 
— of them he found that the pair 

ad not been seen since Oct. 31. 

On Nov. 13, diamonds, pearls, and 
other valuables valued at $9,000 were 
found in the pawnshop of B. Gutter & 
Sons, 135 Bowery, where the police 
learned they had been. pledged by two

on of Miss Bonner. The office of the 
District Attorney, with a description of 
the second man, found Sol Brecher, a 
watchmaker in Maiden Lane, and a 
brother of J. B. Brecher, who assumed 
the name of Kislinger about two years

At the time of the disappearance of 
Miss Bonner and Kislinger the police 
were unable to find out for what city 
they had started, but they were in- 
formed that Miss Bonner had cabled 

’ to some one in Paris about two 
weeks before her disappearance. Be- 
fore she left New York she lived with 
two sisters at 38 West 116th Street.

MRS. SEWALL SEEKS 
TO OUST COUNTESS 


American Delegate to Interna- 
tional Council of Women 
| Starts a Dispute. 


TROUBLE IS NOT PERSONAL 


Lady Aberdeen President Twenty 
Years—Mrs. Sewall Says Another 
Nationality Should Have Chance. 


ROME, May 6.—The second day’s 
meeting of the quinquennial session of 
the International ‘Council of Women, 
now being held in Rome under the 
Presidency of the Countess of Aber- 
deen, developed an effort to depose the 
Countess from this position, which she 
has been held for twenty years. 

Mrs. May Wright Sewall, of Maine, 
has caused to be circulated to the dele- 
gates a book entitled “The Genesis of 
the International Council of Women.” 
Whether or not it should be permitted 
to go out caused a heated discussion. 
Its purpose is to bring about the remov- 
al of the Countess from the Presidency 
of the organization, to which post the 
council plans to re-elect her, in the 
course of the present session, for another 
five years. 

Mrs. Sewall is at the head of a faction 
favorable to rotation in the Presidency. 
She maintains that the principle of the 
organization cannot be international if 
one nationality is always represented in 
the Presidency. Mrs. Sewall does not 
advocate an American for the post, but 
she does want some woman other than 
an Englishwoman. She advances the 
argument that twenty years’ under 
Lady Aberdeen has gradually trans- 
formed the International Council into a 
purely English organization. 

At the morning session of the stand- 
ing Committee on Peace Mrs. Sewall 
proposed that the Council indorse a 
movement to obtain the Nobel Peace 
Prize this year for the late W. T. 
Stead, the fund to be used for the bene- 
fit of working women all over~ the 
world. This proposal was passed by a 
large majority. . 

There then followed a spirited discus- 
sion before the committee on Mrs. 
Sewall’s proposal to free the Inter- 
national Council from any national con- 
trol. Mrs. Sewall delivered a brilliant 
speech supporting her ideas, and a 
resolution embodying this proposal was 
carried by twenty countries to one. 


Fraulein Dr. Gertrude Baumer, a Ger-| j 


man delegate, alone voiced opposition. 
Two delegates did not vote. 

The inaugural address of the Countess 
of Aberdeen, distributed yesterday, 
lays particular emphasis on the im- 


petus obtained by the woman's move- 
ment throughout the world. Women, 
says the Countess, being true to the 
golden rule, comprehend the needs of 
humanity more than do men. She re- 
views previous sessions of the council, 
and says the sessions held in America 
will be ever memorable to those who 
experienced the warmth of the recep- 
tion by their sisters on the American 
continent. The American meetings gave 
to all a new understanding of the real 
significance of the International Coun- 
cil of Women. 

The Countess then greets the deiegates 
from the twenty-three national councils 
in Rome, and especially the women from 
Servia, Finland, and Portugal, which 
countries have recently joined the in- 
ternational movement. She regrets that 
illness has prevented the coming of the 
delegates from South Africa. 

Lady Aberdeen draws particular at- 
tention to the handbook distributed to 
the delegates entitled ‘‘ The Position of 
Women in the Laws of Nations ’’ which 
shows that virtually every country in 
the world has laws making distinctions 
between men and women which are un- 
just to the latter. This, she declares, 
is an argument for woman’s suffrage. 

The Osservatore Romano, the organ 
of the Vatican, discussing the Congress 
to-day, expresses opposition to some 
of the aims of the women, especially 
the proposal to give to the wife identi- 
cal rights with the husband in the fam- 
y. It says this idea is subversive of 
family order. 





Plea for Samuel Altman.

Dr. Borrel looks upon the mole as 
an indication of a predisposition to 
cancer, and says it may also develop 
into a malignant tumor. Fortunately 
its baleful possibilities diminish with 
years, and the average mole is inocu- 
ous as long as it is let alone and no 
attempt is made to remove it.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE 
DEFEATED IN LORDS 


Bill Rejected by 44 Majority— 
Archbishop of Canter- 
bury for It. 


FEMALE ELECTORATE ‘PERIL’ 


Lord St. Aldwyn Points Out That 
Women Are in the Majority in 
the United Kingdom. 


LONDON,.May 6.—The Woman's Suf- 
rage bill was rejected to-night by the 
House of Lords by a vote of 104 to 60. 

Speeches in favor of the. bill were de- 
livered by Lord Courtney of Penwith, 
the Earl of Lytton, and Lord Willough- 
by de Broke, while Lord Weardale, the 


Marquis of Crewe, and Viscount St. 
Aldwyn spoke against it, 

Lord St. Aldwyn, in the course of his 
speech, said the arguments for the ex- 
tension of the Parliamentary suffrage 
to women, which were based on the re- 
sults obtained in those States of. the 
United States where it had been tried, 
did not apply in the United Kingdom 
because in those States men were in 
the majority, while in the British Isles 
they were in the minority. Consequent- 
ly, he argued, the granting of the Par- 
liamentary vote to women in the British 
Isles would mean the handing over. of 
the destinies of the-country and of the 
empire to a female electorate, which 
was a perilous step to take. 

Among those who voted for the bill 
were Viscount Morley of Blackburn, 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, and the 
Bishops of London, Hereford, Bangor, 
and St. Asaph. 

Those who voted against the bill in- 
cluded the Marquis of Lansdowne, Vis- 
count Esher, the Marquis of Salisbury, 
the Earl of Halsbury, and the Duke of 
Northumberland.

TO HAUNT COAL DIRECTORS 


They’re Next for a-“‘Social Chill”—

The leaiers of te Free Silence League 
sought in vain yesterday at. 26 Broad-

Later a member of the league wrote a 


-}long letter. to William Rockefeller and 


sent it by special messenger to 26 Broad- 
way. It was said to be the intention 
of the league to devote its attention 
henceforth to William and Percy Rock- 
efeller and other Directors of the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron Company. As to 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., and his father, 
it was assumed that the “ social chill” 
had already been inflicted to some pur- 
pose, and the “ban” on them so far 
as their city home was concerned, was 
lifted. : 

“* We've driven them all out of town,” 
said one of the league’s leaders to the 
mourning pickets in front.of 26 Broad- 
way. ‘“ They’re not in—there’s not one 
of them in.” 

Because of the failure to find any 
member .of the William Rockefeller 
braneh of the family at 26 Broadway 
the league last night dispatched a squad 
of pickets to the home of William 
Rockefeller on Fifth Avenue near Fifty- 
The squad was led by 
Max Appel.and Nathan Messman, both 
of whom figured in the picketing of the 
Rockefeller Estate at Pocantico Hills 
last Sunday. They arrived at William 
Rockefeller’s residence at 6 P. M. and 
remained on patrol for two hours.. 

Plans talked over in the headquarters 
of the Free Silence League at 8 Trinity 
Place last night called for a demon- 
stration in force at Pocantico Hills next 
| Sunday, the demonstration to include a 
large number of women Socialists and 
others interested in the movement.

John D. Rockefeller, Jr., down like a 
dog,’ was convicted of disorderly con- 
duct yesterday in the Chief Magistrate’s 
Court at 300 Mulberry Street and sen- 
tenced by Magistrate Murphy to six- 
ty days in the workhouse on Black- 
well’s Island. <A score of policemen 
in plan ‘clothes mingled among those in 
the courtroom, but no I. W. W. demon- 
Stration was attempted. Chief Magis- 
trate McAdoo sat beside Magistrate 
Murphy during the hearing. 

Miss Ganz was taken to the Tombs 
to spend the night. She will be sent 
to Blackwell’s Island this morning. 
Becky Edelson, -who recently conduct- 
ed a fifty-six-hour hunger strike, ac- 
companied her to the prison and ob- 
tained a permit to visit Miss Ganz in 
the ‘Tombs. Inside the prison walls 
Miss Edelson’ attacked the prison sys- 
tem and condemned the sanitary ar- 
rangements at Blackwell’s Island in a 
speech so loud that it was heard by 
keepers and prisoners. She was per- 
mitted to talk herself hoarse without 
molestation.

THE BRITISH AND MEXICO. 

Sir EDWARD GREY maintains his at- 
titude of friendly reserve toward the 
United States in regard to Mexico, 
and in doing so undoubtedly reflects 
the sentiment of the great body’ of 
intelligent Englishmen. There is no 
question that the people as well as 
the Government of Great Britain be- 
lieve that our Government is animat- 
ed. by worthy motives in its course 
toward Mexico and is doing its best 
to preserve peace and to secure the 
ultimate establishment of law and 
order in that distracted land. They 
have no wish to. hamper the efforts 
of our Government, and they will not 
do so unless there shall arise some 
unfortunate situation involving the 
rights of British, subjects, “to a, degree 
"not yet ‘realized: - ™ 

At the same time -there is to be 
noted in the British press, quite with- 
out reference to party, the expression 
of the feeling—in some cases, of a 
deliberate and reasoned opinion—that 
the only possible final outcome of the 
situation is the active intervention 
of the United States, the occupation 
of Mexico, and its reorganization on 
the lines of order and safety. Gen- 
erally this is regarded as the logical 
conclusion from the wish of our’ Gov- 
ernment to be left alone in dealing 
with Mexico. Our assumption of the 
right is held as carrying with it the 
duty of dealing with Mexico and of 
doing so in a way that will ade- 
quately provide for the protection of 
the rights and interests of other 
countries. Our Government has not 
acknowledged the correctness of this 
assumption, and there is no sign that 
it will do so in the near future. But 
the fact that this view prevails.in a 
friendly country. of the importance of 
England is one. that cannot wholly be 
ignored. We have no doubt that it 
is in the mind of the President and 
his advisers.

Many of these “anonymous and 
other” communications had been rub- 
ber stamped out of the Executive of- 
fices by one of the President’s clerks, 
and the Senator more than suspected 
that the President had been hobbled 
by the interests in the manner which 
he feared for the Commission. The 
Senator’s sensation, we are told, ri- 
valed the Mexican topics, the Cham- 
ber was filled, and the Senator was 
allowed to proceed without annoying 
interruptions by thedneredulous. Thus 
are we gaverned, and this is the cal- 
ibre and the frame of mind of our 
governors. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission shines by contrast. Nevér 
once has it betrayed fear of bribery 
or assassination if it persisted in its 
determination to reduce rates at any 
and every cost. Never has it shown 
the weakness of mind or conscience 
which the Senator’s speech accuses it 
of. There is not the slightest. proof 
that any Commissioner ever saw any 
of the “anonymous or other” com- 
rubber stamp clerk in the Executive 
office is known to have seen. The 
Senator’s own shocking story is the 
Commission’s sole and sufficient de- 
fense dgainst a charge too preposter- 
ous-to find favor outside of a company 
of hasheesh dreamers. Theré certain- 
ly are signs of what the Senator calls 
“ depraved ingenuity” in the case, but 
it is not the Commission which is 
guilty. 


CONGRESSMEN AND COURAGE. 

The House of Representatives is re- 
ported to be in a panic. The members 
of the Judiciary Committee were the 
first to feel it, and from them it has 
spread to the rank and file. It 
springs from two proposed amend- 
ments to the Federal Constitution, 
one relating to prohibition, the other 
to woman suffrage. These have been 
pending a long time and the advocates 
of them have become impatient and 
exacting: Practically all the sup- 
porters of the suffrage amendment 
are women, and the most strenuous, 
irritated and “irritating supporters of 
the prohibition amendment are also 
women. They have been urging mem- 
bers of the House, with alternating 
blandishments and menaces, to bring 
the amendments to a vote. The 
members have used the committee as 
a buffer against these attacks, declar- 
ing that nothing could be done’® until 
the committee ‘reported. So the 
agitators have centred their efforts 
on the committee. Finally the com- 
mittee has become as flabby as the 
average fmember and’ has reported 
the two amendments to the. House 
without recommendation: The women 
are naturally and quite rightly de- 
lighted. Now they can get at the 
members of the House directly and 
they will do it. There is no good 
reason why they should not. 

The members are accusing the com- 
mittee of cowardice. The charge is 
well founded. It is inconceivable that 
the committeemen have no convictions 
as to either of the amendments,. and, 
whether they are for or against either 








far more just to their constituents and 
to the country, if they voted accord- 
ing to their convictions. Undoubtedly 
the House is entitled 'to the aid of the 
committee 
on matters referred to it. That is 
what committees are for. It is a 
betrayal of trust, an evasion of duty, 
it is weak and pusillanimous for a 
committee to send such resolutions 
back to the House with no advice, 
no help, from the committee. 

But'since the committee has dodged 
its obligations, has been cowardly 
and shuffling in matters of grave con- 
cern, it does not lie in the mouths 
of the members of the House to blame 
them ~if they follow their example. 
Let each member make up his mind 
and vote accordingly. Beyond ques- 
tion there is risk in doing so. The 
agitators may defeat the members 
who refuse to accept their doctrines. 
That does not change the duty of 
fmembers. Representatives are not 
the mere blind and heedless servants 
even. of majorities. They are chosen 
to bring to the service of the nation 
their intelligence and their conscience 
and not to be subservient to all the 
demands of their districts. We are 
aware that this is not the view to be 
inferred from the general practice of 
Representatives, but it is the rulé that 
the best of them observe and the only 
one consistent with self-respect and 
true loyalty to the people. If a large 
majority of the voters really wish pro- 
hibition or woman suffrage, they will 
get it in time. It is the business of 
honest Representatives to see that the 
time is long enough to test the real 
desire of the nation.

THE OLD OPEN STREET CAR. 

The. past Winter having been one 
of unusual severity, it had been hoped 
that the open surface cars of the old 
type had all been split up and burned 
for fuel. Yet with the coming of 
warmer weather cars of this type have 
reappeared in no small number, espe- 
cially on the. Broadway line. Like the 
men of Bunker Hill, these venerable 
vehicles, with their transverse seats 
built liké church pews and the run- 
ning board on the off-side, have come 


tion. 

We condemn as an exaggeration and 
out of place the statement that it is 
almost as hard to get aboard one of 
these cars as it is to climb Mount Mc- 
Kinley. The ascent of the mountain 
is much more difficult, of course, yet 
it does require great physical exer- 
tion to get into one of these old cars. 
To alight from them is in some re- 
spects like jumping off the Palisades. 
The sheer drop is not so great, but the 
risk is considerable, especially for the 
aged or the obese. They are undoubt- 
edly the most inconvenient type of 
street cars ever devised. 

But the crowning outrage is the 
way in which their construction com- 
pels standing passengers to tread, re- 
cline, and wallow upon those who are 
seated. There is no room for stand- 
ing passengers, yet passengers will-get 
on board, and are permitted to get 
on board, after all the seats are taken. 
They at once become an object of 
hatred and profanity to the seated pas- 
sengers upon whose rights and per- 
sons they wantonly trespass. Over- 
crowding in- this kind of surface car 
is so offensive and infuriating that we 
can readily believe the report that tiie 
deplorable increase among the clergy 
oft the habit of carrying firearms is 
due to it. There are other types of 
the open car not open to these objec- 
tions, and the contrast between these 
ancient’ structures and the _ stepless 
cars of the new torpedo-boat-destroyer 
type is really too great to be tolerated. 
The old open bucket and the old open 
car have no proper use in these days 
save aS Museum pieces. 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


After prolonged 
and evidently careful 
and intelligent inves- 
tigation of psycho- 
therapy in its many 
forms, and_of the claims for and ex- 
planations of its efficiency made by 
practitioners ranging from real pyschia- 
trists down to ignorant er _ vicious 
charlatans, a committee composed of 
eminent British clergymen and physi- 
cians has reached conclusions that are 
in- almost complete accord with the 
strictly scientiic views on this unques- 
tionably important subject. 

From most of the healing cults there 
will come, of course, vehement negation 
of what is the most significant state- 
ment in the committee’s report. This is 
in effect that the seeming diversity of 
the various systems is only in name, 
and that all; by using more or less skill- 
fully what the scientists call ‘‘ sugges- 
tion,’’ effect proportionate resuits, never 
passing beyond the relief of functional 
disturbances. The opinion thus formu- 
lated fully justifies the belief in the ef- 
ficacy of prayer which is expressed in 
the report, but to this assertion is added 
that the results of prayer involve no 
violation of natural law, and that prayer 
should never preclude the utilization in 
treating disease of the resources of 
medicine. 

Being composed of sensible and truth- 
ful people, the committee wholly re- 
jects,the contentions of those who deny 
the reality of disease, and in no single 
instance did it find worthy of acceptance 
what was offered as proof that distinct- 
ly organic lesions had been cured by 
“‘ suggestion "’ under any ‘of ‘its many 
names. 

Why the committee deemed it neces- 
sary to put in the form of an admission, 
as if implying some _ reluctance, _ the 
statement that some. suggestionists are 
more successful than others is not made 
clear by the synopsis of the report now 
at hand. That is a fact well .known to 
every psychiatrist, but its recognition 
does not involve acceptance of the once 
‘widely atcepted,. though wholly false, 
notion that certain persons wield over 
the minds of others a mystical power 
not to be explained. In these’ matters, 
naturally, personality—the ability to 
gain confidence and command obedience 
=—plays its large part, but every psycho- 
therapist uses the same tool, ‘and the 
differences in results achieved are no 
more mysterious than are the like dif- 
ferences in the work of Sptpoaters or 
sculptors. $4

Most, of the newspaners that have 
commented on the poem take the same 
view of it, but though none of them: 
coming to our attention has fallen 
wholly, or even deeply, into the anti- 
vivisection heresy, some show an. unfor- 
tunate tendency to admit that for the 
charges of the zoophilists there Is some 
basis of truth—an admission that sup- 
plies the fanatics with just the basis 
neéded’ for the restrictive action they 
hope in time to turn into absolute pro- 
hibition of experiments on animals. 

Thus The Wisconsin, published in Mil- 
waukee, though it commends Dr. Brick- 
NER’S verses and ridicules imposing on 
biologists rules as to the infliction of 
pain which nobody dreams ef imposing 
on stock-raisers and butchers, yet talks 
solemnly about ‘‘ headlong, heedless 
scientists who make human patients un- 
witting objects of doubtful experiments 
which turn out ill.”” It-as solemnly as- 
serts that ‘‘ inhumanity should be repro- 
bated in the laboratory as well as else- 
where,” and that ‘‘even a dog has 
rights which human beings should be 
bound to respect.’’ 

Only anti-vivisectionists ¢ver heard of 
such scientists as are here described, 
and the statement of undenied and un- 
questionable truths is argument only 
with people dull enough ‘to accept the 
implication that those attacked both 
question and deny. Of course animal 
vivisection shaquld be regulated; it is 
regulated, since it is only performed by 
men whose one purpose .is to lessen for 
both men and animals the dreadful total 
of the world’s pain. This they have 
done and this they will do in exact pro- 
portion as they are not discouraged by 
vicious slander or hindered by ignorant 
interference. 


Our Ambassador to 
England, lessoned by 
recent somewhat pain- 
ful experiences, has 
turned from _ interna- 
tional policies to the rewards of litera- 
ture as a subject for the display of his 
oratorical powers.

Literature gives even moderate wealth 
to few of its votaries, and not even a 
comfortable living to them all, but it 
enables an* innumerable multitude to 
earn more than they could in any other 
way, and always it offers the chance of 
honest fame to those who will or can 
deserve it.- In all occupations the fail- 
ures outnumber the successes, but none 
gives more of instant, personal satisfac- 
tion, than writing, for to every writer 
with a real “call’’ his own work or 
hers seems good, whether it sells or not.

THE BUSIEST TERMINAL. 


Hudson River Tunnel System Claims 
That Distinction. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your recent editorial article on ‘‘ The 
World’s Busiest Spot ’’ it is stated that the 
Charing Cross Station in London handles 
15,000,000. passengers yearly, with an opera- 
tion of 900,000 trains. That is an average of 
only 16 2-3 passengers per train. When the 
word “‘train’’ is used I assume that you do 
not mean “‘ car,’ a car being a single unit, 
whereas a train must necessarily mean two 
or more cars coupled together. Therefore, 
the passenger traffic per train in the Charing 
Cross Station igs certainly modest and would 
be nothing to boast of as compared with the 
traffic handled by some of weer American 
roads. 

Your article defends American railroads by 
citing a traffic of 22,405,295 passengers for 
the Grand Central.Station in New York and 
28,347,399 passengers for the South Station in 
Boston, with 450 trains per day at the Grand 
Central and 843 trains per day at the South 
Station. 

In your figures you have overlooked the 
Hudson Terminal, probably because of the 
modesty of the managers of the Hudson River 
Tunnel System, who are making no extravagant 
boasts, but nevertheless are carrying more 
passengers through the Hudson Terminal at 
Cortlandt and Church Streets, New York.

than you have mentioned elther for Charing 
Cross Station, Grand Central or South Sta- 
tion. 

In the twelve months ended March 31, 1914, 
the passenger traffic through the Hudson 
Terminal was 30,535,500, there being an aver- 
age of 858 trains operating on week days and 
670 trains on Sundays, making 6,818 trains 
per week, with an average of 101 passengers 
per train. 

This is not. ‘‘ street car’’ traffic, as in 
effect the Hudson Terminal is simply a re- 
moval of the Pennsylvania, Erie, and Lacka- 
wanna Railroad stations from the New Jersey 
side of the Hudson River to New York City, 
with a consolidation of all into one big 
terminal enterprise. f course, there is a 
very heavy commuting element going out into 
the New Jersey towns and cities within thirty 
or forty miles of New York, but there are also 
millions of passengers each year leaving the 
Hudson Terminal for far. distant points, such 
as Feindelahio. Baltimore, Washington, Chi- 
cago, Atlanta, and all points South and West.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial article, ** Let the Rail- 
roads Live,’’ is most timely. The rail- 
roads have their enemies, and probably 
in many instances opposition to the rail- 
roads has been justified, but the rail- 
roads of the United States, with but few 
\exceptions, deserve the support and con- 
sideration of the general public, for the 
good that is in them far exceeds the 
evil. 

It would be hard to find a better form 
of invested capital than we have in our 
railroads, or capital that responds so 
quickly to public demands. Thirty 
years ago the express train time between 
New York and Chicago was thirty-six 
hours. This time has been cut in two. 
The shortening involved the expenditure 
of hundreds of millions, but the rail- 
roads met the demand. Chauncey 
M. Depew; many years ago, said, ‘‘ The 
boilers of the locomotives must be en- 
larged, the bridges must be rebuilt, the 
rails must be heavier.’’ It has all been 
done. 

“Time is money ”’; the railroads have 
increased their speed with comfort and 
safety and turned the wasted hours of 
former days into national wealth which 
we all enjoy. In the 80s the transconti- 
nental express rolled across the soft 
prairies at freight» train speed; to-day 
they make sixty miles an hour on stone 
ballast and give the passenger greater 
comfort. Everywhere the mountains are 
being lowered, the valleys filled, and the 
way broadened that the steel monster 
may pull its train over a straighter 
course in less time and with less risk. 

Surely, the railroads should live. They 
ask for an increase in rates, that is, they 
want a larger return on the capital in- 
vested. They reinvest their incomes 
largely in improvements, and pay it out 
in wages. Improvements call for the 
consumption of products of mill, forest, 
and mine, and business is made better. 
Wages mean purchasing power. dis- 
tributed among their employes, which 
means increased consumption, aug- 
mented production, and better times. 
Our railroads have become controlling 
factors in the business world. Their 
purchases in our markets are followed 
by other purchases, and purchases make 
the wheels of industry revolve. In these 
days of business depression we should 
see that our railroads do live, for 
millions live when they live and millions 
die when they die. 

The rent receiver should agree to in- 
creased railroad rates because it will 
help business; the wage earner should 
agree because it will stimulate the labor 
market and bring higher wages; the 
general public should agree because the 
railroads must have the money to con- 
tinue their expansion and improvements. 
The railroads are live wires in our sys- 
tem of production and distribution and 
they should be given what current they 
need, ungrudgingly and in large mieas- 
ure, .They are safe in our hands because 
we have brought them under control. 
The governmental eye is continually on 
the service they perform, and the charge. 
The efficiency of that service increases 
as the years go by. Modern railroads 
are marvelous examples of man’s ‘in- 
genuity and enterprise. Let the good 
work go on!. Give them the increase, 
that our transportation system may not 
become second to that of any nation on 
the globe.

I have 
always. thought these societies were doing 
wrong by collecting all the fines, amounting 
and dog licenses, re- 
demptions, and duplicate dog tags for 1913, 
amounting to $86,866. This money should be 
collected by the city and not go into private 
corporations to enrich them.

Men and women are now being hounded 
and brought to court .unjustly by these so- 
called humane societies.

We have heard so much talk. about 

the democratization of industry, and 
have seen sq little of it, that the rec- 
ords which have been brought together 
from many different States and cities, 
showing that it actually did exist, gave 
the exhibit inspiring power. 
The charts presented: the indisputable 
facts that there are now hundreds of 
firms in which the employer and 
the employes consult together; and 
that there are, many in which the 
employes, through. their representa- 
tives, actually have a. voice in con- 
trolling the number of hours, the 
wages, and other fundamental matters. 
Among certain great groups df people 
the cash+in nexts is being destroyed and 
a human relation is -being established 
in its place. 

Indeed, the exhibit might have been 
called ‘‘ Beginnings of the human fac- 
tor in industry.’’ 

The recognition of this new factor in 
industry has begun to work many 
beneficent changes, particularly in the 
matter of settling labor disputes, sub- 
stituting an orderly method, based on 
justice, through arbitration and con- 
ciliation for the old method of wrang- 


jling and haggling by groups of em- 


ployers and employes. 

The methods of arbitration of Eng- 
land, Germany, Australia, Canada, as 
well as those of America, were given 
in simple form, so that even a girl or 
boy could get some idea of the work- 
ings of this new. conception of the re- 
lation of employer and union. 

Next in importance to the charts 
showing the industries of Germany and 
of the United States, in which the pol- 
icy of the business firms was deter- 
mined by the employer and thé laborer 
consulting together and working to- 
gether, and those showing the methods 
of arbitration, the charts. that showed 
the different methods of profit-sharing 
attracted, perhaps, the most attention. 

That many firms, some of them large, 
some of them small, regarded the profits 
of the industry as belonging to all 
those engaged in it, and that various 
methods are now being worked out for 
the distribution of these profits, inter- 
ested a great number of people. The 
plan adopted by Procter & Gamble, 
Ford, and many others, were placed 
side by side, and it was easy to find 
what was the exact nature and extent 
of each. It became evident that profit- 
sharing had not gone far, but it was 
valuable to know the methods adopted 
and to notice.the beginning of a tén- 
dency that is now finding far wider ac- 
ceptance in this country than ever be- 
fore. i 

Two extensive alcoves were given to 
industrial-education. It was instructive 
to observe how many different groups 
were carrying on industrial education. 
It was possible to compare the work 
done by a State such as Wisconsin 
with that done by a city community, 
and with that carried on by the in- 
dividual employers, unions, and pri- 
vate societies. 

It was clearly shown that we have not 
any one type of industrial education in 
this country. Different communities, 
and groups of people, sometimes or- 
ganized as to localities, sometimes as 
to interests, “sometimes” represeéntiiig 
employer, sometimes the employes, and 
sometimes the community, were making 
efforts, and often: effective efforts, to 
discover the right way of inducting the 
young worker into his calling. Bach 
of the methods displayed doubtless has 
its good features as well as its de- 
fects. . 

No attempt was made to cover up 
evil conditions, or to present. panaceas; 
but, in haying presented this exhibit, 
which shows not only some of the good 
results obtained .by the recognition of 
the human factor in industry, and’ the 
worth of a human being ‘as a human 
being, but also the need for a further 
extension of the influence of this idea, 
the Business Men’s-Group has made a 
distinct and perhaps even a great con- 
tribution to the further spread of some 
of the great moral and social. forces in 
this country.

SANITARY CODE CRITICISED. 


Merchants Want Distinction Made 
Between Factories and Stores. 


The Industrial Board of the New York 
LabotDepartment, created a year ago 
on the. recommendation of the Factory 
Investigating Commission, met at the 
Council Chamber in the City Hall yes- 
terday to discuss the proposed sanitary 
code and rules regulating the width. of 
aisles in factories.

TREATED AT JOHNS HOPKINS 





Dr. H. A. Kelly, After Three Appli- 
cations, Healed Affected Tongue 
and Restored Speech.

ASBURY \PARK, N. J., May: 7. 
City Soliaitor. Samuel A. Patterson, 
who was obliged to give up his ‘law 
practice some time ago owing to a 
cancerous growth on his tongue, re- 
turned here from Baltimore to-day and 
announced to his friends that he was 
cured. In addition to his own confi- 
dence in the cure, he said, he had the 


assurance of Dr. Howard A. Kelly of 
Johns. Hopkins University Medical 
School, who had treated him with 
radium and who yesterday pronounced 
him completely cured. 

Mr. Patterson first noticed the cancer 
on his tongue six months ago, while he 
was arguing a case in the Court of 
Common Pleas at Freehold. A gold 
crown on one of his teeth had come off, 
and the jagged tooth, cutting into the 
right side of his tongue far back in the 
mouth, inflicted a painful wound. He 
consulted a local physician, who 
diagnosed his case as cancer and ad- 
vised him to go to New York and take 
treatment by a physician there. Mr. 
Patterson did so, and received what was 
said to be a radium treatment, but 
without beneficial effect. 

About six weeks ago, some little time 
after Congressman Robert Gremner was 
treated with radium by Dr. Kelly, Mr. 
Patterson went to Baltimore to try the 
radium treatment there. At Johns Hop- 
kins University, when he first applied, 
little encouragement was given to him. 
Later, however, Dr. Kelly examined 
him and told him that he had a chance 
of cure. 

Mr. Patterson decided to take the 
chance. At that time his speech was- 
so thick and. his enunciation so indis- 
tinct that he was obliged to withdraw 
from several cases he had been trying 
in court. His friends could scarcely 
understand him when he spoke. 

His first treatment under Dr. Kelly 
consisted of an application of a radium 
tube for two hours along the right side 
of his tongue and along the right side 
of his neck. The treatment burned his 
tongue and neck, and prevented him 
from wearing a ‘collar for two weeks, 
but it effected a noticeable improve- 
ment in his speech. 

Two weeks ago he returned to Balti- 
more for the second treatment. This 
time the- radium was applied for less 
than an hour. Again a marked improve- 
ment resulted, and Dr.. Kelly informed 
him, he says, that he was even then 
practically scured. He returned to As- 
bury Park and was able to resume his 
law practice. 

On Monday Mr. Patterson went: once 
more to Baltimore for final treatment 
by Dr. Kelly. The physician, however, 
according to Mr. Patterson, on looking 
him over, announced that no further 
application of. radium ‘was necessary 
and that his cancer was absolutely cured. 

On his return to Asbury to-day, Mr. 
Patterson, who had been averse to dis- 
cussing his ailment theretofore, called 
several of his friends into his office, 
including newspaper men,-and said to 
them: 

‘* Boys, you can cut loose the story. 
I’m cured.” 

His tongue was still somewhat dis- 
colored and of a brownish tinge, and 
the flesh thereof was a bit hard and 
stiff as a result of the radium burns, 
but he said Dr. Kelly had assured him 
this would wear off presently, leaving 
the tongue in normal condition. The 
impediment in his speech was slight 
yesterday, and this, too, he said, would 
wear away as the effects of the radium 
burns faded out. 

Mr. Patterson is serving «his. seeond 
term as City Solicitor. He is about 0 
years old, is married, and has one son, 
George Patterson. ,

GOOD TIMES ABROAD 


After Six Weeks in England and 
Ireland, He Tells of Un- 
accountable Boom. 


ALL LOOK TO ROOSEVELT 


British Opinion Makes Colonel the 
Coming Man--London Police- 
men Honest, 


John 4 Hennessy returned yesterday 
on the Olympic from a six weeks’ vaca- 
tion in England and Ireland. He legked 
much better than when he went away, 


‘He was accompafied by his wife and 


daughter ang said he would take a holi- 
day in the country before starting to 
work again. 

On the deck of the liner Mr. ‘Hennessy 
told the reporters that Theodore Rooge- 
velt was regarded ag the coming man 
by the English. “They believe,” he said, 
“that in some way the Colonel will get 
a strong hold upon public affairs after 
he returns from South America.” 

As to business conditions in England 
Mr. Hennessy said he had been sur- 
prised at the great prosperity there, 
Manufacturers had all the orders they 
could fill, and the laboring classes were 
‘striking for more pay. 

“I talked with .xegislators, merchants, 
and others,” he went on, “but none of 
them seemed’ to have any definite rea- 
son to offer for the prosperity, but it 
was there. When I left England you 
could buy or sell anything. 

“There is an idea that the good times 
over there are due to the new tariff in 
this country. but I have no reagon to 
believe that is so,” 

When asked if there was any grafting 
among the police in London Mr. Hen- 
nessy replied that the Lendon police 
were the most honest men_jm the world. 
‘Harry F. Doyle and I,” he said, ‘“‘went 
out with a list of perplexing questions 
and put them to a ‘bobby.’ He went te 
all sorts of trouble to give us informa- 
tion, and finally hailed a cab and rode 
part of the way on the step 2 ae that 
we were driven to the rig place. 
When I offered him a gratuity for his 
trouble he felt hurt and refused it. 

Mr. Hennessy said he bought a spe- 
cial extra of an evening newspa oF a 
the boys were selling by hu 
the streets of London to find out that 
all the excitement was-over the running 
of a horse race.

Trust bill, which is destined to give 
legislative expression to views contained 
in one of the President’s messages. The 
bill itself was made public several days 
ago. Consideration in the House will 
be expedited by a special rule. 

The report is an exhaustive analysis 
of the anti-trust measure, section by sec- 
tion. The introductory remarks, how- 
ever, endeavored to show that there was 
little antagonism encountered by the 
committee and that for this reason the 
committee was enabled to deal with the 
subject with “ dispassionate fairness.” 

“ Prudent, thoughtful, patriotic men,” 
the report says, “‘seem to be agreed 
that the bill as proposed will go far to 
bring. about business readjustments 
with as few, as slight, as easy and sim- 
ple changes as the object sought will 
Permit of.” 

Chairman Clayton, in submitting the 
report to the House, indicated that an 
effort would be made to have it con- 
sidered next week. He conferred with 
Chairman Henry of the 
mittee, and the latter called a meet- 
ing of his committee for to-morrow to 
consider a plan to report a blanket rule 
with the object of making privileged 
the Anti-Trust bill, the Covington Inter- 
state Trade Commission bill, and the 
measure to regulate railway stock and 
bond issues. All of these are on the

wares.’ 

The cmt has the following to say 
on the general subject of interlocking 
Directorates: 

The idea that there are only a few 
.men in any of our great corporations 
and industries who are capable of 
handling the affairs of the same is 
contrary to the spirit of our _ insti- 
tutions. From an economic point of 
view, it is not possible that one indi- 
vidual, however capable, acting ap .

HEAR UNTERMYER ON TRUSTS. 


New Yorker Before Senate Commit- 
tee Urges a Broader Bill. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Samuel Un- 
termyer of New York, to-day suggested 
to the Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce several detailed amendments 
to the Trust bill drafted by the sub- 
committee of eight. Most of Mr. Un- 
termyer’s amendments were based on 
his view that the bill’s restrictions 
should apply not only to incorporated 
organizations in commerce, but also to 
individual partnerships and other com- 
paratively informal combinations tend- 
ing to restrain trade. 

“The bill does -not seem to include 
unincorporated combinations,” said Mr. 
Untermyer. ‘“ There are hundreds of 
that sort of combination to one that is 
incorporated, Perhaps it would be bet- 
ter to use the language of the anti- 
trust act.” 

Mr. Untermyer suggested that the pro- 
posed trade commission be authorized 
to investigate relations of corporations 
to individuals and partnerships in com- 
merce. He also suggested that the com- 
mission should be allowed to make reo- 
ommendations as a Master ih Chancery 
in private suits as well as in equity 
cases brought by the Attorney General. 

The committee was interested in Mr. 
Untermyer’s suggestion that the bill's 
* provisions should not apply to small 
corporations.” 

“That would be an unnecessary im- 
pediment to small business,” said Mr, 
Untermyer. ‘I think the House limita- 
tion of $5,000,000 is too high. I think 
the limit should be $1,000,000 capital, or 
$2,000,000 gross business or assets. 

“This bill is far better than anything 
proposed before at this session. But 
its prohibition of interlocking Directors 
strikes at the symptom and not at the 
disease. The real object, of course, 
is to forbid interlocking control. I 
would suggest that an arbitrary limit 
of 10 per cent. be taken and that a 
corporation be excluded from interstate 
commerce that has a stockholder con- 
trolling 10 per cent. of its stock and 
also controlling 10 per cent. of the 
stock of a competitor. Many railroads 
now are controlled by not more than 
10 per cent. stock ownership.” 

“If 10 per cent. controls the stock,” 
asked Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
“why do you take that as a limit?”’ 

“I would make 10 per cent. the pro- 
hibitive limit,’"" said Mr. Untermyer, 
“and let the commission pass on the 
propriety of smaller common holdings.”

Express Package Income Smaller. 


The express companies look to the 
t| traffic in heavy packages for the major 
part of their revenue, and the check on 
general business has worked tp curtail 
f| forwarding operations in bulky matter.

THIEF CAUGHT ACROSS SEA. 


“Friend”? Who Fled with Austrian’s 
Money Detected by Cable. 


John Chinevic, an Austrian laborer, 
working for a contracting firm in the 
West, was injured while at work, receiv- 
ing a compound fracture of one leg and 
loss of the fingers of one hand. The 
firm -employing him settled with him for 
$1,200, and also engaged a féllow-coun- 
tryman to see him safely home ‘to his 
wife and five children in Austria. They 
were allowed $600 extra for the expense 
of the trip. The $1,200 was changed 
into a check. 

They arrived in New York and stopped 

at a cheap hotel near the steamship pier. 
When they ap =a at the steamer the 
next morning the ship’s surgeon refused 
to accept the injured man ‘because ae 
hand needed further dressing, so he w 
sent to Bellevue. The friend qoctin: 
panied him to the hospital and left, with 
the understanding that he would stay in 
the hotel for a ‘week or so, until they 
should be able to sail together. é 
After a few days the patient, who 
could speak no English, began to worry 
and could not be coaxed to eat.. The 
head nurse sent for one of the social 
werkers. who, through an interpreter, 
learned that his anxiety was due to the 
fact that his friend had not come back 
to see ae She went ee to. 
the hote ier She found 
that so friend had sailed on a White 
Star steamer on the very day he had left 
the patient in the hospital. He had tak- 
en everything except the patient’s origin- 
al steamship ticket. 

The Social Worker went at once to 
the White Star Line office and there 
verified the fact that the friend had 
sailed. The steamer was due at Ply- 
mouth that very afternoon and at 
Southampton the following morning. 
The White Star officials became inter- 
ested and at once sent a cable to the 
purser, directing him to demand the 
check and the Austrian’s cash. he 
Austrian Consul was seen. He imme- 
diately sent an assistant to the hospital 
with an interpreter who could: speak 
the patient’s dialect, and found out that 
the check had been made payable only 
at the office in the patient’s home town. 
The Consul immediately cabled over to 
that office to stop payment and to have 
the Austrian arrested should be attempt 
to collect the money.. A telegram Was 
also sent to the Western: town to stop 
payment on the check: 

A little later a-message- was, received 
from the stearnship company, saying that 
the $1,200 was.on its way back to New 
York. The Austrian’s money was not 
recovered.’ The purser had accused the 
Austrian of the theft. He had denied the 
charge, but a search revealed the money 
hidden under a bulging porous’ plaster 
on his back. «When this news came the 
patient’s spirits rose. He improved suf- 
ficiently to sail for home in two or three 
weeks, this time under the cafe of the 
Ocean Travelers’ Society.
